Know not whether I ſhould find fault, or thank Sr. Robert EJpw- 

ard for his late Book, called :42 Account of the State of” his Ma- 

Jeſties Revenue, as it was left at Lady-Day 1679, &c. Becanlſe, 

upon Examination it will appear to have done me no injury, and 

Mm has ſhewed the Examiner that there was nothing to be Nig in 

Juſtification of any other part of his Book, but only what concerned 

the State of the Revenue, as it was found by Me at Zane 1673. and left 

at Lady-Day, 1679. 

Sir Robert does likewiſe ſhew how he deteſts ſuch Scurrifous Language 

as the Examiner is full of; for in my Anſwer, I have but once called a 

certain untruth, a notorious Falſhood, and Sr. Robert ſeems to be much 
offended at the Exprefſion. 

He ſhews himſelf alſo far more ingenuous than the Examiner was, 

for he confeſſes many Errors in the Examiners Book, although the Exg- 


miner be very poſitive in the defence of them ; viz. 4# his abſolute affir- 
ming

ming that my Sallary was never included in ſecret ſervice. 1n his double 
charging of 200000 |. on the one fifth of the Exciſe. And in ſaying 
that the whole Tax upon the firſ® At for Disbanding the Army was come 
into the Exchequer in my time, cc. which Sir Robert is ſo much my friend 
as to acknowledge, he believes to be otherwiſe, although he confeſſes, 
Fol. 7. that he has not given himſelf the troable to examine it; and in the 
ſame page he ſayes, he ſhall not meddle with their Arguments ( meaning 1 
{ſuppoſe the Examiners Arguments and mine) lo as I perceive we mult 
ſtand upon our own legs for what either of us have ſaid, he being reſol- 
ved only to give the Publick an Account how the Revenue was left at Lady 
day, 16Fg. and not to meadle: with Politick Diſputes, nor matters of State, 
which fills the greater number of Folioes in the Examiners Book. 

Sir Robert does alſo know that if all the matters of FaEt contained in 
his Book were true, it could be no Crime in me, that the Revenue was 
more or leſs in Debt at my leaving it : unleſs I had either leſſened the |[n- 
come of the Revenue, or not truly anſwered the whole Income accor- 
ding to his Majeſties DireQtions : or had diverted any of the Moneys gi- 
ven by Parliament to other uſes than were limited by the ſeveral AQs ; 
and he does not pretend to ſay any thing either as to the leſſening, or not 
anſwering the whole Revenue ; { but on the contrary confeſſes the Reve: 
nue to be increaſed in my time.) And for diverting any part thereof, 


he ſpeaks as if ſome others did complain to him of it; but I do not urider- 


ſtand that he direQtly charges any ſuch thing himfelt; nor can any man 
do it but with great untruth : inſomuch that were it not for ſome expreſſi» 
ons not ſo becoming a mans own Secretary to be guilty of, and that the 
time of publiſhing his Book hath not been ſo generoully taken, as ſome 
men of: Honour would have done,lI ſhould not only have torgiven but have 
thanked Sir Robert for the opportunity of clearing the integriry of my ma- 
nagement in the Treaſury, however I may have been wanting inthoſe abi- 
lities which God hath given to himſelf above other men : And he ought.nor 
to blame me, but my underſtanding, if I could not always comprehend ſuch 
Schemes and ProjeQs of his concerning the Revenue, whereot I have ſome 
ſtillin my cuſtody, which I muſt acknowledge 1 do not yet underſtand, any 
more than I did when I firſt received them. 

Thar which makes me complain of the time Sir Robert has taken to 
divulge his Book, is, becauſe it may be too reaſonably ſuſpeQed, that thoſe 
Reaſons he gives for having deferred it ſo many moneths, are not ſo pro- 
bable, as ſome other reaſons may be, which he does not think fit to give, 
becauſe zf his Relations were tot well at Tunbridge ; yet it ſeems he was 
well himſelf; and how a man whoſe Office and Dwelling is in the Exche- 
quer, and who hath ſo great a controul over it, could want either Records 
or Certificates from other Offices 1o long as he hath taken to fatisfie his 
Friends 1nquiry is not very likely. 

But cheſs Reaſons were likely ; F77/t, That ſuch a Book as this (though 


I dare ſay underitood by very few that reads it, ) would make a great 
noiſe againſt a man in my condition, in the time of a Parliaments Sitting. 
Secondly, That in Probability, it would be impoſſible for me under a con- 
finement, (and who am without Power to ſend for any Records or Pa- 
pers, and who am now without the help of thoſe Officers who acted then 


under me) to give any full an{wer (during the fitting of Parliament) 
z- to 
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to- what he has found ſo many months little enough to do, who had all the 
Leaſure and Helps for it he could deſite. | | 

3. That being under Accuſations in Parliamerit,lmight probably be cal 
led upon to anſwer them at this time ; So as I ſhould not only want lea- 
ſure, but in all Likely-hood I could not have my thoughts free to attend 
to ſuch a matter as this, when Thad ſo much greater concerns upon my 
Hands, IN | 

And laſtly, Though it contain riothing of Criminal in it ; Yet it might 
be hoped that any ſmall weight, which could not receive an Anſwer in 
due time, might contribute to the heightning of mens ill Opinions, againſt 
one he thought not yet enough Loaded with falle Aſperſions. 

If this was the Deſign, / as I have: too much reaſon to believe, both 
from what I have ſaid, and becauſe otherwiſe I do hot believe he would 
have troubled himfelf, to have Writ, what he knows will be found to 
have ſo many miſtakes ) I doacknowledge,that he hath gained ſo much of 
his deſign, that I ſhall not beable, under my Circumſtances, to give ſo full 
an Anſwer at preſent, as I hope to do hereafter; If my Condition will per- 
mit : And I doubt not but to make it appear, that I have ſaid nothing in 
my firſt anſwer, but what I have ſtill good reaſon to believe True, © © 

In the mean time I ſhall endeavour to ſhew the Fallacies which are in 
many parts of his Book. The wrong State of the Queſtions to ſuch 
Officers from whence he hath got Certificates ; ſo as though the Certi- 
ficates may be true, yet they are not properly applied by Sr. Robert. 

And laſtly, The diFingenuous ſwelling of the Account, to make a noiſe 
to the world ofa great Debt { beſides the Anticipations ) which will ap- 
pear to be no more any Ground for agcuſing my Management, than it 
bath been of my Predeceſſors, and miuſt be of thoſe whio ſucceed me in 
the Treaſury. As the Examiner T doubt not but knew very well, when he 
made no mention of it in the Range of his Malice, who made appear 
ſufficiently, that he would not have ſpared thoſe, nor any other particu- 
lars to have loaded his Charge z but that he knew how eaſily they would 
be anſwered. 2 | 

As to the fallacious Gloſles (of which he makes great uſe through- 
out his Book) he begins Folio 2. 7hat the third Quarter of” the Eiohteen 
months Tax was ſizned ( Osborx ) And hopes from thence to have it infer- 
red, that I had the diſpoſal of ſome of the Money of that Quarter, which 
Ican prove that himſelf knows the contrary ( as well as that I never was 
Lord 7resſurer under the Title of Sr. ZHomas Osborn; ) And from the ſame 
Reaſon of my having ſigned that Quarter ( which was done at the re- 
queſt of my Lord Clifford, and for fatisfaQtion of the Creditors on that 
Quarter; that they ihould not be Poſt-poned by my coming to the 
Treaſury, ) he would alfo have ir believed, that the 211637. 65.84. 
faid in my Book to becharged by my Lord Cliford on the fourth Quar- 
ter of that Tax, was not ſo ; But I muſt acknowledg he inſiſts not much 
upon that matter ; but ends that Paragraph, Folio 3, with a Confeſſion; 
that be knows nothing of it. WE 

_ His next pretence is, that tipo the three laſt Quarters of that Tans 
there appears to have been paid intothe Exchequer, the Sum of : $4718 /. 
75. 54. which I call but 565498/. 13s. tod. z; all the C 
ing deduQed (as the forgiving any Receivers,” or their Securities, on. 
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which is notwithſtanding made received inthe Exchequer ; as if it came 
to be diſpoſable Money to the Kings uſe. . And although I cannot now 
have the ſight of Originals, I have great Confidence, that the Certificates 
I received of that matter before my leaving the Staff will prove my 
Computations to be true, when all the Circumſtances are Examined. | 
In Folio's, Third,Fourth, Fifth, and part of the Sixth,he takes great Pains 
to ſhow, that 7 did hinder and divert the Money on the one Fifth of the 
Exciſe, from being Paid into the Exchequer, as the Aft of Parliment aid 
dirett ; and ſays, Mr. Duncomb the Gold-ſmith did often complain to him of it. 
The truth is, I have ſo often heard Mr. Duzcomb complain of Sr. Robert 
himſelf, that he ſhould not for his own ſake much regard his Complaints ; 
But in this matter it happned, that the 200000, /. being Lent by Mr. 
Kent and Duncomb, and Mr. Kent then being Receiver of the Cuſtoms, 
from whom Sir. /:hz 7ames, Major Huntingdon, c. (who were then Pay- 
maſters of the Army )- were to receive 2000, /. a Week out of the Cul- 
toms : And the faid Sr. 70h» Zames, Major Huntingdon, &c, being Re- 
ceivers of the Exciſe, ſo as the one Fifth was to be Paid by them, to the 
faid Mr. Kent and Duncomb : An agreement was made, or Pretended to 
be made amongſt themſelves, ( and without any Dire&ion of mine, ) 
for the Accommodation of the Kings fervice,, by Mr. Xext and Mr. Dux- 
combs taking the 2000, /. a Week, ( which was.in their own Hands) for 
part of the Money due to them from Sr. oh» /ames, &c. upon the one 
Fifth of the Exciſe: And although ſome differences did at laſt ariſe in 
this matter betwixt them ; yet it was ſetled in the Kings preſence at the 
Treaſury Chamber before my leaving the Staff, and was fo far from be- 
ing diverted by me, either from being Paid into the Exchequer , as the 
A& dire&ed, or from being paid to any other uſes than the DireCtion 
of the ſaid AQ did appoint; that I will put the truth or Falſhood of what 
either he or I, have writ about the Revenue, upon the proof of that Parti- 
cular. ad for the $3400, . which h: ſays was unpaid of the 200000, 1. I 
confeſs I underſtand not how that could be, when Mr. Ker, and Mr. 
Duncomb might force the Receivers of the Exciſe to pay what was due 
to them, on the one Fifth when ever they Pleaſed ; Beſides, that I be- 
teve at the time of my leaving the Staff, there was 52000, /. in Mr. Aents 
hands, by an arrear of the 2000 /. a Week on the Cuſtoms, then due 
to Sr. lohz Zames, &c. By which Mr. Kent and Duncomb, might pay 
themſelves ſo much of wharloever Sum was remaining unpaid to them 
at that time, on the one Fifth of the Exciſe. And in truth the whole 
matter concerned me no more, than it did Sr. Robert himſelf; and Ihave 
ſome reafon ro think, that the Examiner was not fo ill inftrufted, as to 
have left' that Sum out of his Charge ( eſpecially having mentioned it in 
his ſixth Folio, ) if ir could have been made any Argument againſt me , 
which ( as I have already faid ) jt cannot be; Unleſs I hadeither given 
Orders to the Receivers of the Exciſe. not to pay the Fifth according to 
the Act, 'or had given them Orders for applying any'part of it, to other 
Uſes, -thar' the Act directed; either of which, I do Challenge Sr. Robert, 
or any body elſe, to prove, and therefore it was, that I called it, oro- 
- The next head wherein he is knowingly unwilling to do me Right, is, 
about the Poll Bill, which I find I have ſpoke fo fully to, in my anſwer to 
_” | the 
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the Examiner, that ſee he thinks not fit to make any reply to what i 
have there faid ; But only deſigns ro make it a piece of my ill manage- 
ment, that 186585. /. 18.5. 9.4. (for which he ſays the Commiſſioners 
of the Treaſury have given Aſſignments } is added as a Charge upon the 
Reyenue, to make up his Additional Charge at the end of bis Book, to a- 
mount to the ſum of 655634. /. 19.5. 6.4, whereas no body knows ber- 
ter than ST. Robert, that the Poll Bill was eſtimated to 400200. /. at leaſt « 
That Credit was given by the: At tor 300600. /. in Money upon it : 
and an indefinite Credit for ftores beyond the 300000. 7. ; So as no part 
of the Money or Credits lent upon that AQ, was believed would ever 
have affected the Reveriue at all ; 4nd if ready Aoney was promiſed to a- 
21y body upon that Act, which was not Performed, I am ſure no man can 
ſay they had that Promiſe from me; And moreovet though Sr. Robert 
puts this, 186585,/. 18.5.. 9.4. 4s 4 Debt dne only to the Eaſt-land Mer- 
chats, T remember that the ſum demanded by them in my time was far 
leſs, ( and as T think not full 40000.7. ) ſo that I believe, that reckoning 
muſt be ſvelled by other Demands, and is no fault of mine if there be now 
fuch a Charge onthe Revenue. , | | 
In Foliothe 824. 1 find Sr. Robert brings the ſame Paper which was quoted by 
the Examiner for a State of the Revenue,as it was made up by my Lord Clifford 
oth of June 1673. Ieonfeſs I do not fee any uſe he makes of it ; But he 
hopes perhaps that others will, when he has told them, that the Original 
of that Paper was drawn by Sr. Philip LLoyd ; But that can by no means a- 
gree with Sr. Philips own letter, which is Printed in my Anſwer ; and Sr. 
Robert muſtgive me allo leave to doubt it;becauſe I never ſaw nor heard of 
any ſuch Paper from my Lord C!;fora, who would Probably rather have 
deſigned ſuch a paper for my Information, than any bodies elſe;unleſs the 
King himſelf. But the Examiner having ſaid , Zhat he has & Copy of it 
under Sr. Philips own hand, may put this matter out of Diſpute, if Sr. Ro- 
bert have bur intereſt enough to procure that Copy from the Exa- 


miner. 


. Thoſe points I have already ſpoke to, (as having been very Diſinge-. 


nuouſ]y handled by Sr. Robert) I take to be all the matters of Fat menti- 
oned by him, till he comes to the main buſineſs of his Book (beginning 
Folio 1 1th. about the State of the Revenue at Zady-Day, 1679.) Except- 
ing a miſtake of the Printer, of Forty Pounds, Folio the 2d, which he be- 


lieves, Folio 9th. hath been made in the Examiners Computation , 7 


the Sum of above three M-llions ( although Sr. Robert calls it a Repetition 
of the former Sum, (which it 15 not) And excepting an acknowledgment 
he makes Folio-3d. that the Cuſtams never yielded F; much as in my time: 
And excepting the Head aboyt ſecret. Service, Folio 7th, where he Con- 
feſſes that the Sum of 252467./. 10.5. 5.4. is all that was Paid for ſecret 
Service its Mr. Berties name, in three compleat 7ears endino Lady-Day, 


1679 ; But does add, 14640. 7. in the ſaid three Zears, which he does un-: 


hanſomely ( andcontrary to his own knowledge) Inſinvate;as ifthe year- 


ly Sums for New-years Gifts ( which I am not provided to fay-whether, 


they be that Sum he names for three Years or not } were privately dis 


relhed to be diſtributed by Mr. Bertie ; Which on the contrary he knows 
was the Kings conſtant yearly Allowances to ſeveral of his Servants, and

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I know in my time, ſo that I might juſtly have added this amongſt thereft 
which have had ſuch diſingenuous applications made of them; but that 1 
am not furniſhed to anſwer, nor do 1 know whathe means, by that Sum 
which ( with the 252467 /. to Mr. Bertie, and the 146401). for New- 
Years Gifts ) ohe pretends to be for ſecret Service, and to make the Sum of 
3095561. in the ſaid three Tears; nor do] know to whom any ſuch Mo- 
ney hath been paid for ſecret ſervice in that time more than the ſaid 
252467 1.105, 5, toMr. Bertie, andof which (as IThave faid in my for- 
mer Anſwer) $7763. at leaſt has been disburſt for publick uſes, and Sir 
Robert may perhaps be miſtaken in this matter as well as he confeſſes ( in 
the very next Paragraph ) that the Examiner was, in his poſitive 
Avyerrment, Fol. 11. of that Book, that my Sallery was never included in ſe- 
cret Service. _ 

Sir Robert begins Fol. 11. of his Book, with the Examiners Charge, 
and my DeduCQtions ; but confeſles in Fol. 13. 4 miſtake of the Fxaminer, 
in that Charge, to the Sum of 583521. 9s. 6d. which it ſeems is charged 
by the Examiner as part of the Total Charge, beſides all the Advance- 
Moneys; of which the 58352 /. is part, and which I could not have known 
but by Sir Robert's help; ſo as by that computation, the Examiners 
Charge upon the three great Branches of the Revenue at Zady Day 1679. 
ought to have been but 14272187. 6 5. 10 d. and whether it may not be 
yte leſs by ſuch double Charges, which I cannot know for want of the 
particulars of the General Charge, is very uncertain. |

| Astothe Advazces which are his firſt Exception, it is to be obſerved, 
that Sir Robert, as well as the Examiner, makes uſe of 2 pretended Pa- 
per of the Lord Cliffords ; but omits to draw from thence ( as the Exami- , 
ner doth) a State how the Revenue was left Charged by my Lord C!:f- | 
ford; and yet without doing that, it is imipoſſible to compare whether the 
Debt be increaſed or decreaſed ſince that time : Inſomuch thar this omil- 
ſion mult be for ſome other end, and ſerves particularly that it may not be | 
ſcen(as it mult be by drawing ſuch a StateJand as it was in the Examiners | 
Book ,that the Advances iz my Lord Cliffords time were Accounted no part of 
the Debt upon the Revenne, and I withthat all his .

Let upon a certain great Rent, and that ſecured by a great Sum advanced, | 
and the Overplus (atter certain Salleries paid for management) to ; 
be to the Kings own uſe, with an incouragement to the Managers of in- 
creaſing their Wages by a ſmall allowance out of every pound which | 
they can improve beyond the Sum ſecured, the whole Revenue would | 
be encreaſed by the Induſtry of the Managers ( who in that cafe work for 
themſclves as well as for the King ) much more than would pay the Iin- 
tereſt of the Sums advanced ; as hath been made appear by the Overplus 
of the Exciſe in my Time z and which I fear it would not have done 
by any who had only taken pains for the King, without any proſpect 
of gain to themſclves more than their bare Salleries ; But to conclude this [ 
Point, ſince it hath never heretofore been reckoned in the State of the 4 
Debt ( not by the Examiner himſelf) and his Majeſty having the Uſe ' 
of his whole Revenue notwithſtanding the Advance Money, and that Sir b 
Roberts beſt Reaſon, is only, that he is of Opinion it might be better done I 
by MmAnagement without Advance: 1 ſuppoſe theſe firſt and ſecond Dedutti- } 
ons will be thought but reaſonable, and I muſt here defire it may be ob- * o 
ſerved, that Sir Robert, Fol. 12. ſayes, Thave reckoned the Advance on the | 
the Exciſe 20008 /. more than real!y it was ; and yet in the end of the ve- 
ry ſame Paragraph, he confeſſes that the Aivance on the Exciſe indeed was 
as much as {call it, viz. 270000/!. | 


My third Deduction is 101000 /. to be diſcharged by Orders tothe | 
Commiſſioners of Exciſe, &dc. as aforeſaid. 
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To which Sir Robzrt gives no colour of contradiftion, only he ys, 
i was part of a double Security given to Sir Fohn Fames, &c. by which he 
acknowledges there was ſo much Money in their hands for the diſcharging 
of Tallyes; and then, whether it was in the Fxaminers Charge or no 
is NO great matter, nor isit leſs tobe allowed for one of the Deductions; 
only here Ido obſerve Sir Robert is {o intimate with the Examiner, that 
he knows of what particulars the Examiners Charge is made up, which 
I ihould have been glad to have known either from the Examiner or Sir 
Robert, and then 1 could have anſivered more particularly every part of 
the Charge, in the ſame method as I do now ſet down every particular of 
the Deductions which ought to be allowed. 

My fourth DeduQtionis 1 29900 /. by Tallyes on the Surplus of the 
Exciſe, which I ſay is no Charge upon the Rent, Fol. 10. of my Book ; and 
yet Sir Robert, Fol. 15. of his ſayes, that I fay it is no Charge on the 
Revenue, which I do not ſay ; and the difference I make herein 1s , be- 
cauſe I found the Revenue of the Exciſe Let at a certain Rent of 5300007. 
Per Annum, at my entrance to the Treaſury ; which I firſt raiſed to 
550000 fl, Per Annnm , and then to 5600007. Per Ann. and it was 
never Let for more than thar Sum under any certain Rent, and it was at 
the ſaid Rent of 550000 /7. and no more,which Sir Robert made his Calcu- 
lations concerning the State of the Revenue to the King in 1675. about 
which ſomething will be {aid in its proper place ; butI mention this now, 
to ſhew. that this Branch of the Revenue was no more impaired by me, 
than himſelf confeſſes the Cuſtoms to have been inmy time : And it is as well 
known that I raiſed the Hearth-Money from 1450co /. Per nn. to 
162000 /. Per 4. fo that how he will make out the Revennes being im- 
paired from June 73. to March 75. aud from March 75 to Lady Day 
79.-{as he ſays Fol. 21.) Ido not underſtand. Since therefore the high- 
eſt Rent of the Exciſe was but 560000 /. Per 4. and that by my way 
of Letting that Branch, betwixt a Farm at the ſaid certain Rent of 
560000 /. and a management accountable to the King for the Overplus, 
there has ariſen a Surplus of 1290057. and more beyond the ſaid 
Rent of 560000 /. I think it ought to be allowed as a Deduttion,the Reve- 
nve not being abated by it ; but on the contrary is accounted at 560000 /. 
Per An. which 1s Too00/7. Per An. more than Sir Robert Accounts 
that Branch of -the Revenue in his computations to the King, and is 
Zoooo/.

Theſe two laſt, viz. The ſixth. and ſeventh I have put together, 
becauſe Sir Robert hath got Certificates in theſe two Particulars ſeem- 
ing to contradiCt the reaſons given by me for the allowance of them 
as Deductions from the Charge ; which I am glad to find is all he 
can pretend to contradia by any Authority ; becauſe both the Sums 
together if they were not allowed, do amount but to 68000 /. and 
( as I have remarked before )) he acknowledges, Fol. 13. that the 
LE xaminer hath miſtaken 58352 1. 9s. 6 4. by a double Charge of fo 
much of the Advance Money ; fo as the difference of my firſt com- 
putation would be leſſened but 1cooo /. if theſe two Sums were 
not to be deducted ; but to ſhew that the rhatter of Fat is as I have 
ſaid in both theſe Particulars, I muſt ſhew that thoſe Certificates 
(if true) from the Ordnance , and Commiſſioners of Exciſe, are no- 
thing to the matter he pretends to make out by them : For as to 
the Ordnance I muſt needs ſay that it was not only the Office from 
which I could get very little of any Accounts in .my whole time ; 
but ( notwithſtanding any Directions or Orders to the contrary) they 
would take no notice of that ſtop which was put to the Exchequer 
before my Time; but did apply thoſe Moneys to payments under 
that ſtop, which were ordered to the payments of Service forwards 
lo as it was, impoſſible for me without intirely diſcharging the cid Debr 
of that Office to have brought up their payments to the time of my 
leaving the Staff; and this makes the latter part of my time ſeem 
not to be provided for in that Office ;: but 1 do ſay that Tallyes ſtruck 
in my time to the Sum of 35000 /.' ( and which is reckoned 
as part of Sir Roberts Charge of 1419244 7. 16 5.64.) were paid 
after my time, and the Money applyed by the preſent Commil- 
ſioners of the Treaſury in the ſtead of other, Money which they muſt 
have paid : and Sir Robert himſelf knows that theſe Lords Commil- 
ſioners when they appointed a-weekly Sum out of the Cuſtoms, of 
2000 /. a Week, to diſcharge the Debt by Tallyes in Courſe, made 
uſe of the Tallyes ſtruck for the Navy, Ordnance and Forces in theig 
Courſe too, and by that means had ſo much allo of the 2000 /.. a Week, 
which they applyed to the payment. of the ſeveral Offices ; as I doubt 
not but both. the Commiſſoners of the Treaſury., and Paymaſter of 
the Forces will own : and: to ſay this was no carrying the Offices of 
the' Navy and Ordnance forward beyond the time of my leaving the 
Staff / becauſe it did not pay the whole Debt of thoſe two: Offices ) 
is no Argument ; for untill the whole Debt can be paid , all pay- 
ments are directed in courſe : 'and as I paid Debts: before my time, 
( eſpecially ,to -the Navy ) ſo theſe Gentlemen, muiſt Pay before their 
Time, and ſo muſt the Payments of, any who ſhall ſucceed: them, be 
applyed to the Payment. of Ships and Yards, &c. due before their. 
time, unleſs it may be ſuppoſed that Ships abroad , &c. ( at, the al- 
teration of the Treaſury into other hands ) ſhall never be paid. 

But had Sir Robert ſent to the Office of the Ordnance tor a Cer- 
tificate to know, how much money I had paid them in all in my time, and 
what the accrued Debt was in the faid time, I doubt not but it _ 
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have appeared, that I had ſupplyed more Money to that Office, thag 
would latisfie the whole Debt accrued in the ſaid time. 

As to the 33000 /. or there abouts (for I have not politively named 
that Sum ) the matter of Fa is, 

That a ſtated Sum for Penſions was direfted Yearly ; fo that if Tal- 
lyes were not ſtruck, yet the Money remained in the hands of the Com- 
miſſioners and Receivers of the Exciſe, until ſuch Tallyes were ſtruck: 
And that this Money did remain in their hands at my leaving the Staff 
( in part ofa greater Sum ) Sr Robert who was one appointet| to ſtate their 
Accounts, cannot but know ; As alſo that thole Commiſſioners, and 
Receivers ( being tobe laid aſide ) did apply all the Caſh in their hands, 
to Tallyes in Courſe, and paid over this 33000/7. or there abouts, and 
the other Moneys in their Hands to diſcharge Tallycs in Courſe ; And 
ſuch Tallyes as are reckoned part of the Charge, left by me on that 
Branch of the Revenue. 

But the ſaid Commiſſioners and Receivers of the Exciſe, might per- 
haps give the preſent Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury an Account 
of little or no Caſh in their Hands, for the Reaſons aforeſaid ; and yet this 
isno manner of Argument to prove what Sr. Robert would infer by his 

rinted Paper : Unleſs, as he had leſſened thereby my DeduQtions, he 
oor alſo leſſened the Charge, as he ought to have done; Knowing that 
with the Money in their Hands,at my leaving the Staff,they really paid as 
much in Tallyes, which are a part of the Charge ſaid to be left by me. 
And this if Sr. Robert would have Writ to them to Certifie, they muſt 
have owned tobe True; And conſequently ( from what Ihave faid con- 
cerning theſe two Deductions) I hope others will think them Reaſonable, 
although Sr. Robert donot. - 

My eighth DeduRtion, is 15000 /. by Tallyes on the Cuſtomes, ec, 
This I muſt needs ſay was'not fo plainly expreſſed,as it ought to have been 
in my former Book : For theſe Tallyes were given to Mr. Xingdoz: (then 
Pay-maſterof the: Army ) and not being raade uſe of by him before my 
leaving the Treaſury, they were fince delivered up by him, to the pre- 
ſent Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury ; ſo that they relate not to that 
&A&, which Sr. Robert hath taken the trouble to fet down, Folio 18h. But 1 
am ſure Sr. Robert knows it to be true, that ſuch Tallyes to the Sum of 
150007. were delivered up by Mr. #7zgdon to the Lords Commiſſioners, and 
he ought therefore in juſtice to have added them to that Sum of 4395 7. 

s. 6d. 0n Mr. Kents account, for the Knowledge of which Iam behold- 
ing wholly to Sr. Roberr, becauſe otherwiſe I ſhould have been ignorant 
of that DeduCtion.

I ſuppoſe the Examiner knew, nothing of this matter, or cettainly it 
would not have been Omitted by him ; and I muſt here obſerve, 
that what Sr. Robert calls in me, « Charging the Revenue by Tallyes, he 
calls now in Others, 4 ſatisfying of Creditors, although it be: the very 
lame thing, and by Tallyes at a very rear diſtance of Payment ; wang 
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if I had done, I perceive Sr. Robert would have made'no uſe of for me, 
but to have added it to my Load of Anticipations. 

For the 830001, as I have already ſaid ( and am very confident of the 
Truth of it) there was remaining in Mr. &ezts hands at Zady-Day, 7g, 
520007. for 26. Weeks, of 2000 /. per Week on the Cuſtoms due 
to Sr. /ohn Fames and Partners; And for the remaining 3 1000 /.or for the 
. whole $3000/7. Iknow no man, that either did, or could have ProteQ- 
cd them trom the Paymenr of it,according to the AQt;If Mr Xezt and Mr. 
Duncomb had proſecuted the Receivers of the Exciſe about it; Nor did I 
ever uſc any Authority or other means in that matter, betwixt them, 
than by perſwading them ( as I did all men, who: were concerned in 
the Kings Service) to accommodate one anothers Occaſions in their 
ſeveral Imployments, as far as their own fafeties and conveniencies 
would permit : nor ſhould I have either Charged the King or any but 
the Receivers of the Exciſe themſelves, to have made fatisfaction to any 
Body for any Sum which was due to them by virtue of the ACt of Parlia- 
ment out of the one Fifth of the Pxciſe. 

For the 186585 1. 195. 94. ( which Sr. Robert calls the Debt to the 
Eaſtland Merchants { and which I do not remember to be ſo much in my 
time as 40000 /, ) it became a Debt bythe Money of the Poll-AcQt falling 
fo infinitely ſhort of what it was calculated to be by the Parliament ; and 
for which there will be found very little of my diretions, infomuch that 
as I did not charge the Revenue with it in my time, ſo I take my ſelf tobe 
no cauſe of the accruing of that Debt. 

For the 385648 /. 195. 9d. due to the Fleet upon the Return of Sir 
Fobn Narborow: I wonder Sr. Robert will name it, when he is com- 
paring the State of the Debt left in 1679. with the Debt left in 1673. 
when he knows how vaſt a diſproportion there 1s betwixt that Debt to 
the Navy, and this in 1679. the Sum then due to the Fleet being much 
above a Million: So that I look upon this laſt Addition to be { as I have 
{aid before) only to make a noiſe, beſides that Sir” Fob Warborows Fleet 
came in fince I was out of Imployment, and I thank God I am able to 
prove that there never was three Ships in all my time, that were not paid 
off with ready Money, and as ſoon as the Ship Books were perfeQed by 
which they were to be paid. | | 

| Laſtly, if Sir Robert will give me leave to reckon as the Examiner hath 
aone, Fol. 14. I may reckon the Advance of the Exciſe, viz. 211647 /. 
10s. 6 4d. ( for Sir Robert does acknowledge, Fol. 12. that 7 had only 
diſpoſed of 583521. gs. 6. of the 2700001, advanced on that Branch ) 
to be ſo much in ready Money, towards payment of the ſaid Fleet, 

So that upon the whole, I can no more conceive theſe three laſt particu- 
lars ought to be added to the Charge of the Revenue in my time, than 
the Examiner did, when he had Muſt"red up all he could think poſſible to 
be laid to that Account; and for the particular of the Ships,it is impoſſible 
but there muſt always be a Debt to be paid by whomſoever ſhall ſucceed 
in the Treaſury, only it will be leſs or bigger, asthe Ships keptabroad 
are more or fewer in number, inſomuch that Sir Robert needs not give 
himſelf the trouble of proving this particular with that care which he 
feems to take about it. | 


Moſt of Fol. 21. is taken up about Sr. Roberts Paper which was gl-

other uſes than have been mentioned in my anſwer to the Examiner, 

[ ſhall ſay more to that Paper and ſome others of Sr. Roberts Schemes; 
as alſoto ſome managements of his own in his Office, and his miſtaken 
Cercificates, { which I have in my Cuſtody ) when my leiſure will give 
me leave to ask him the meaning of them : In the mean time his Paper 
of the 5:h.-of March being Printed in my Anſwer, every man is at li- 
berty to make his own conſtruction of it; and not being preſent my ſelf 
at the delivery of it, Ican only ſay what was told me when 1 reccived 
that Paper, from thvſe whom I do perfeAly believe. One intent of the 
Paper Sr. Robert layes was to prevent thoſe frauds which had been commit. 
red in the Exchequer ; butfſince he hath not thought fit to inſtance any one 
particular of thoſe frauds, Iam apt to believe, he either knows none, 
or none that he is willing to ſpeak of; forhe knows, that if any traud 
came to my knowledge ( as ſome did) 1 made it always to be examined 
 publick ; and Itake it for one of the higheſt Vindications of my Inte- 
grity inthe Treaſury, that Sr. Robert cannot charge me with any other 
applications of Money to my own uſe(out of thoſe great Sums which have 
paiſed through my hands)more than the Sum of 27471. 5 5. 11 d.beſtowed 
upon me at the making up of my Account as Treaſurer of the Navy : 
whereas there are good ſtore of inſtances of Lord Treaſurers heretofore, 
who from leſs Foundations of Eſtates than my ſelf, have left viſible Mo- 
numents of more Money laid out in fome one ſirigle Building of theirs, 
( beſides the Eſtates added in ay my" to them ) than I have got in 
near ſix years enjoyment of the ſame Office : So that ſince the blame 
can only be laid upon my management (who could be no wiſer than God 
had made me ) and not upon any eorrupt aCtings in my imployment I 
do nor only willingly undergo Sir Roberts Rebultes, but do acknowledg 
my own fatlings, and hope that by Sr. Roberts good Advice his Majeſty 
will for the future be ſerved as he ought to be, _ : 

In the laft Page of his Book Sir Robert lays, it is only to give a ſhort 
Account, to ſbew his Fudgment concerning Tallyes of Anticipation, and how 
extremely ſatisfied he is ( which I verily believe) to ſee his Opinion appro- 
wed by the preſent Lords Commiſſioners. 

He has mentioned ſomiething of the Anticipations alſo, Fol. 5. which 1 
paſſed over in thar place, becauſe they would more properly be ſpoke to 
both together, as alſo rhe matter of Intereſt depending upon ſuch Anticipa- 
tions, whick is likewiſe in the ſaid Fol. 5. _ 

. . And inthe firſt place I da agree with Sir Robert as much as any body 
elſe can do, that it is better to avoid Tallyes of Anticipation .{ where it 
can be done)than to make uſe of them ;but that the Revenue muſt be ruined 
by them, Ideny ; or that the Intereſt is left to any ſuch uncertainty as 
he would have believed; but that it muſt be by the knavery of the Lord 
Treaſurer, Chancellor of the Exchequer, or the ſworn Auditor of the 
Exchequer ( before whom the Account is brought) if the King be wron- 
bed in what Intereſt he pays upon ſuch Tallyes. 

 Tdoubtnot neither, but the preſent Lords Commiſſioners of the Trea- 
ſury have endeavoured to avoid ſuch Tallyes, and fo did I, till I found it 
impoſlible for me to help it,and (if ] am not misinformed) although the 


preſent Lords Commiſſioners ave ſpared 2000 /. a Week by their other 
| retrenchments 
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retrenchments, todiſcharge Tallyes (which I was not able to ſpare, and* 
ſupply. the ' Kings other Occaſions ) yet thoſe Tallyes which were in 
courſe, being paid, I hear and have good ground to believetrue, that now 
the Lords Commiſſioners are neceſſirated to comply with ſome Lenders 
of Money fo far, as to give them Tallyes of Anticipation to a confide-' 
rable Sum : nor do I know how it can be helpt, unleſs Sir Robert can be' 
able to do more by his Legiſlative Capacity for remedy of 'the matter, 
than he will ever be able to do by his private; and if this be now the 
Caſe, as well as it was in my time, then by Sir Roberts Rule the Fxche- 
quer will fill be no wiſer than it hath been in knowing when Intereſt is to com- 
 mence npon ſuch Tallyes, | | 

*Tis true that the Exchequer does not preſently know the Commence- 
ment of Intereſt upon Anticipations ; but I doubt not but the Lords 
Commiſſioners do take care, that the Vouchers { though called private 
ones) ſhall be asauthentick as publick ones ; and it is the Duty of a ſworn 
Auditor to ſee they be ſo, from whence they are entred in the Exche- 
quer, and from that time the Exchequer does know the times of —_ 
upon Tallyes of Anticipation, and conſequently the charge of Intere 
upon. them ; ſo that the Bug-Bear is made far more terrible than it is, 
although ( as Ihave ſaid ) it were better to be avoided, if the Kings ne- 
ceſſities will permit. 

I have now gone through Sir R9berts Book, and hope I have made ap- 
pear that the State of the Revenue at Zady-Day, 1679. was not as 
it hath been repreſented either by the Examiner or Sir Robert 
Howard; and ſince Sir Roberts friend { to whom he writes ) had: no 
curiolity to enquire into thoſe other parts of the Examiners Book which 
concerned the affairs of State therein mentioned, I ſhall repeat nothing 
upon that SubjeE&t, but conclude thar his friend is ſatisfied in thoſe matters, 
which are of much the greateſt Concern to me ; but I hope it will be ta+ 
ken notice of, that both the Examiner and Sir Robert (how much ſoever 
they may be ſtrangers to one another ) have carried on the ſame deſign - 
againſt me, as if it had been with the ſame hand ; faving that Sir Robert 
has ſhewed himſelf to be the better Accomprant, by reQifying divers Er- 
rors 1n the Examiners Computations, and that he has been much more c- 

' vil than the Examiner in his Language. 

1 ſhall conclude this Anſwer to Sir Robert Howard with this ſingle Re- 
queſt to all my Country-men ; That they would not believe any thing a- 
gainſt me by —_—_ they {ee it proved; And then as I ſhall deſire no 
other favour; ſo I doubt not but to be reſtored to the good Opinion of all 
ſuch, as have not particular prejudice againſt me. | 
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
